4. Claims 1-2 and 6-13 (renumbered as 1-10) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons of allowance: 

The reasons of allowance for claims 1 and 6 should be evident from the applicant's 
arguments as filed in the amendment filed on 12/20/2007. The closest prior art as cited does not 
teach "using only four memory areas of identical sizes for storing values of range blocks used in a 
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fractal image compression" as recited in claims 1 and 6. Therefore claims 1 and 6 are allowed. All 
other claims depending on claims 1 and 6 are allowable at least by dependency on claims 1 and 6.
